And ſo far have Mens Hicliuations hoe 
Gratify d and Enconrag'd, that the Worid 
a zS 
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is daily more and more over-ſtock'd with 
This ſort of Lives, which,as commonly Writ- 
ten, have a Fatal Influence «pox our 
Minds, and prove very Pernicious to Re- 
ligion. They give a dangerous Turw to 
our Thoughts, and Iafett the Squliwith 
cy Nogions of Things. The little Re- 
gard that's had to Jultice and Picty, in the 
Chara@ers of Princes and Warriours ; And 


the Praiſes that are \gjven to all their 


Succeſsful Actions , however Violent - and 
Bloody ; The Magnificent Deſcriptions of 
Armies and Battles, with the Glary-.that 
Still Surrounds the Head of the Fortunate 
and Bold : All theſe Inflame thoſe Paſſions 
in us, which our Religion requires. us to 
'Subdue, A wild Ambition Fires the 
Mind, and drives it furiouſly on, in purſuit 
of Miſtaken Honour, . until ' at laſt the 
true Temper of Chriſtianity is guite -De- 
firoyd ; that Humility: aud Mecknels, that 
Deadneſs.to the World, and Submiſlion to 
the Will of. God z . with . that Juſtice and 
Charity.-:o\ Men, which make up ſo\great a 
part of the Chrittian Life : For .'twall be 
hard to perſuade Mankind that. Violence 
and [njuſtice are Crimes, . while thoſe who 
Committed them are applauded in Story ; 
or that,to be Meck and Lowly,are nece(ſa- 
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ry Duties, while even in Chriſtian Au- 
als, the Cruel and Vain-Glorious make 
the greateſt Figures, and are the conſtant 
Subjet of Panezyrick and Praiſe. 

To remedy theſe Miſchiefs in ſome mea- 


ſure, It were greatly to be defir'd, that the 


World were furniſh d with a ſufficient num- 
ber of another kind of Lives ; of thoſe who 
have been Great in Religion and Good- 
neſs; and ſtudy'd to Conquer their Cor- 
ruptions as their moſt Dangerous, zf not 
only Enemies; who have ſpent their Lives 
in the ſervice of God, and made it their 

conſtant Buſineſs to do Good to Mankind. 
Such Lives as theſe, we might reaſona- 
bly hope, wou'd very much ſerve the Inte- 
reſts of Religion, by proving an Antidote to 
the Poyſon of thoſe other Hiſtories, which are 
ſo Deſtruftive to It. They wou'd repreſent 
Piety, not in Notion but in Life, with all 
its Charms about it ; and ſhew uot only the 
Poſlibility, ut Delizhrtul Eaſineſs of a 
Religious Converſation. T7he Pleaſure 
of Narrative wou d ſtill engage our Atten- 
tion, and prevent a Wearinelis, which few 
can eſcape, when only Books of Reaſoning 
and Argument are before them. And 
bright Examples of Holineſs faithfully Re- 
preſented, cowd hardly fail of awakening 
a 2 good 
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good Thoughts in our Minas ; of touching 
as with ſad Refletions upon our own Be- 
haviour, ſo different from what we Read 
of others; and exciting ſtrong Defres of 
following ſuch Patterns. 

This is the End propos'd in Publiſhing 
the following Life of Mr. Bonnell ; 7: z5 
hop'd that the Character of One, i» whom 
every Chriſtian Grace did ſo eminently 
ſhine, may contribute ſomewhat towards| 
raiſivg a Spirit of true Religion i» this 
Ape ; that the conſideration of his Early Pie- 
ty,,ay Animate the Y outh among us; of his 
conſtant Devotions, may quicken our Zcal ; 
of his Juſtice, his Charity, and univer- 
ſal Goodneſs, may ſtir up laſting Reſolu- 
tions in our Minds, of following ſo great 
an Example of Theſe,through all the Parts 
of Virtue and Holineſs. 

And ſo well was the CharaCter of that 
Excellent Perſon eſtabliſh d aud known, 
that he was very few days laid in his Grave, 
when ſeveral good Men, without being ac- 
quainted with one anothers Thoughts, con- 
ſpir'd in Opinion, that a faithful Account 
of his Lite and Virtues was what might 
enefit the World; which they accordingly at 
ſeveral times propos'd, to a Perſon nearly 
concers d, to have all Juſtice done to his 
| Memory, 
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Memory; and who they believ'd wou'd be 


moſt Zealous to have ſuch a work under- 
taken, carry'd on, and finiſhd. 

Nor wou'd theſe Hopes have appear'd in 
the leaſt HiI-grounded, had Mr. Bonnell's 
Life beex the work of a Pen, which "twas 
once expedted,or rather defir d, wou'd bave 
been employ d in it ; which cou'd have ſet 
his Virtues in their true Light, and drawn 
his Character with all its juſt Advantages. 
But fince theſe Defires have fail'd, the 
World muſt be ſatisfy d with this work, as 
'tis now Publiſh'd; of which I can only ſay, 
-M That 7 have put the Informations, which 
= weregiven me, faithfully together; for tho I 
-M was no naps, of to Mr. Bonnell,yet 7 cou'd 
tl not. from any Knowledge or obſervation of my 
I own, pretend to give the World his Cha- 

racter. 
tl But this Defeft was in a great meaſure 
v8 made wp, by the Materials wherewith I 
was furniſh'd for a Work of this Nature ; 
T bad large Memorials of his Life put into 
my Hands, drawn up by his moſt Intimate 
Friends both in England and Ireland, 
thoſe upon whoſe Knowledge and Fidelity I 
can ſafely Depend: The fulleſt of which are 
the Work of the Reverend Mr. Strype, 
mention'd more than once in the Life ; who, 
as 
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as he knew Mr. Bonnell from his Child. 
hood, ſo very much encourag d the Publiſh. 
ing his Charatter ; and readily gave his 
aſſiſting Hand to this Work, without which, 
zt muſt have. been much more Imperfet 
than it now is. | 
But the Reader will eaſily perceive, That 
the puny tr Materials for Mr. Bonnell's 
Life are his own Private Papers, aud that 
#0 them the World is chiefly Indebted far 


put ſuch of his Meditations together,as gave 
moſt Light to any Paſſages of his Life, of 
confirm'd the Inſtances given of his Piety. 

And now that I have naw his Private 
Papers, which are ſo often referr d to in 
the Life ; I muſt acquaint the Reader, that 
Mr. Bonnell for many Tears together, ak: 
moſt every day, put down ſome Devout 
Thoughts in Writing ; and has left behind 
bim many Volumes of Meditations & Pray 
ers on every Duty of Religion ; On thelf 
Difficulties, and on the Comforts of It ; On 
every Virtue and every Sin ; On the Weak: 
weſs and Wickedneſs of Man ; On the Mer- 
cy and Goodneſs of God 3 On all the Myſte-W 
ries of our Faith, and the wonderful Me 
thods of Divine Providence, to Redeem 
end Save us; On Death and Fargent 
he 
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The Pains of Fell, and Joys of Heaven. 
Theſe Papers ſhew the conſtant Frame and 
Temper of his Mind ; the Warmth and Sin- 
cority of h1s Devotions ; What was the great 
Biaſs of his Thoughts,and Flow he employ- 
ed his Ketirements. They contain his $e- 
cret Complaints, Reſolutions, and Deſires ; 
with proper Motives, and earneſt Prayers, 
$0 confirm him in his Duty. And all theſe 
being Writ only for his own Private uſe, 
deſign d for no Eye befides,but that of Hea- 
en; { cou d not but conclude,that they give 
s the trueſt View of his Piety, and were the 
beſt Vouchers [ cou'd produce for the truth 
his Character ; and conſequently that 
he more of his Meditations were Inſerted 
n the Lite, it wou'd not only be the mere 
eful, but the World wou'd have the juſter 
ations of his Excellencies; fince theſe

© Books, and Primitive Accounts « 
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Lanity, beyond what this Age cou'd 
give them : Bur then how eaſfie is ir 
ſor the corruption of the Age we live 
in, to make this be forgotten, or hin- 
der it from being brought down to 
practice? Piety 1s rarely learn'd whol- 
ly by Books, we need continual Exam- 
ples, and the converſation of good Pco- 
ple,to bring theſe Notions into Practice. 
The rcalon of this ſeems to be, that 
Piery always decays in the peace of 
the Church. A good Man that lives 
in the continual proſpect or apprehen- 
ſion of Death, 1s quite another thing 
from the fame good Man that lives our 
W of this proſpect. When the whole 
Church therefore lives continually in 
this apprehenſion, ( as was the itare 
the Primitive Church,for the firlt Three 
Hundred Years after Chriſt ) no won- 
der if it be quite different in the mea - 
lure and exerciſe of Picty, from the 
Church at other times. *Tis true they 
were not always under actual Pertecu- 
tion, bur then it mult be configered, 
that for ſome time after God frees Men 
from this hard ſtate, the tcnie of their 
lormer troubles, lcaves a deep Impretli- 
Won upon their Minds, They had con- 
| tracted 
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* trated firm habits of ſtrict and pioſ 
© Living; and the firſt freedom that Golf 
© oave them from their Fears, did ng 
* make them relax any thing of the 
* ſtritneſs ; bur only encreas'd tha 
* thankfulneſs,and more chearful ſervin 
© him in their former road, till Gy 
© thought fit to bring again their forme 
* ſtraits upon them, by a renew'd Perk 

* cution. And ſo it was, for a whit 
© after God put a final end to their Pe 
* ſecutions, by the Emperor Conſtantin! 
* becoming a Chriſtian. With wha 
<7Zeal did the Chriſtians flock to th 
* Publick Churches, Conſecrated fron 
© Heathen Fanes, to Temples of th 
* Living God, and cover the Pavement 
« with their Proſtrate Bodies 2 But by 
© degrees this Fervour decay'd ; Luke 
«* warmneſs and Worldlineſs crept into 
© the Church, and has been ever inc 
* ſtriking irs Roots deep into it; 
* to this very day, the whole Chriſtia 
© Church having never ſince ſuffer'd anj 
«* General Perſecution. It has pleas 
* God ſometimes ro Afict particular 
* Churches, and rouze them up; but 
* this has been ſo little general, that ws 
* may well fear that the ſpirit of Rel 
| gjol 
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gion is almoſt decay'd in the World : 
And as nothing but a great Perſecution 
in Humane Appcarance can awaken it,ſo 
inthe mean time we know nor where to 
look for it ; but have reaſon to fear, that 
if we think it enough forus to be as 
goodas our Neighbours, we ſhall come 
jhort at laſt ofthe Kingdom of Heaven. 
* Alas! it is the eaſieſt thing that can be, 
to go to Heayen according to the Noti- 
on of the Men of the World now. At their 
rate, Who will be damn'd ? Burt ſurely 
there muſt be Two Heavens, at great di- 
(ſtance the one from the other: One for 
* the Superficial Chriſtians of this Ape, 
© and Another for the Pious and Painful), 
' themortifi'd &religiouſly ſtrift Chriſti- 
*ans of Old ; or cle theſe Superficial 
' Chriſtians can go to no Heaven at all.

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Agrecable to all theſe Meditation; 
Advices, and Prayers, was Mr. Bonnell; 
Practice. A modelt unaffe&ted Humil. 
ty appcard in his Words, his Actions 
and very Countenance; No# ( as 
himſelf, in one place, deſcribes this Virtu) 
an affefted Humility, ſuch as defires to bt 
taken notice of ; but ſuch a true Humiliy, 
as makes us firſt look upon our ſelves « 
Nothing ; and then, not ſo much as once r:- 
fleft, whether others take notice of us, u 
no: Such a true Humility, that diffuſe 
it ſelf through the whole Body and Soul; 
That influences and impregnates evey 
Motion, Thought, and Word ; that ſhin 
in every geſtare, and look, and all our Dt 
portment, 

Bur this Spirit of Humility, did, in 
a particular manner, direct and govern 
his Devotions. . He ſometimes found, 
that «/ing his Yoice in Private Prayer, 
was of great uſe to him, to quicken his 
Zcal, and keep his Thoughts atrentive; 
and he always had his Lodging ſo cor- 
triv'd,that he might uſe his Voice with 
out being heard ; and in his Sicknels, 
he never (before his Marriage ) allows 
any One to be conſtantly in the Roon 


with him ; becauſe the preſence, ere 
| 0 
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of a Servant, reſtrain'd him from Pray- 
ing with his Voice, And after Marri- 
age, he was not pleas'd when any were 
preſenr upon thoſe occaſions, but She 
alone, with whom he was free from 
theſe Reſerves. Such deep impreſſions 
had Humility made in his Soul, that 
no Sickneſs, no Pain, cou'd in the leaſt 


get. the better of it.

His Charity ro the Poor, tho' very 
great and extenſive for his Fortune, (as 
will be afterwards ſhewn ) yet was al- 
ways manag'd with the greateſt Secrecy 
and Modeſty imaginable ; it being his 
great endeayour to conceal it as much 
as pollible; of which we may be con- 
vincd by the following Meditation, 
wherein he enquires, why, by doing 
our Alms openly, we have no Reward. 


* The end of Alms is not ſolely to 
'relieve the Poor ; for what was the

* ſincere Deſire to pleaſe God, in one that

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above all things, ſeeks to pleaſe Men. 
Fo then, here being no Graces to be ro- 
warded, no Reward is to be expected. 
ln ſum, Outward Atts have the out- 
ward Rewards; which,by the eſtabliſh'd 
Laws of God in Nature, ariſe from 
them, as Trees ſpring from Seeds; 
but the Inward and ſpiritual Acts of 
the Mind, have ſpiritual and eternal 
Rewards Afſign'd them by God. 
Vain-Glory is oppoſite, not only 
to one Grace, but cats out the Life of 
all Graces in our Souls. We have 
preat reaſon therefore, to watch againſt 
this Vice with all our care, eſpecially 
n Religious Matters : For if the Light 
that is in us be Darkneſs, How great is 
that Darkneſs 2 If the Good we do, be 
principally defign'd ro pleaſe Men, 
How void are we of all Goodneſs ?

Bur his Opinion of the Secrecy ( 
Religious Actions, and his Practice t00 
the Reader will beſt learn from himk 
in the Two following Meditations 
which are ſtill farther Inſtances of ii 
Humility, and his great Watchfulnels 
gainſt whatever had the leaſt rende! 
cy to Vanity. Hh 
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* My Right Hand ( fays he, ) is the 
Grace of God; My Lefer, my Spiri- 
wal Friend. In Adts of Devotion, 
faſting and Charity, I am to be cx- 
ceeding Nice, how I let one of theſe 
know, what the other enables me to do. 
Toſound a Trumper, and tell all the 
WWorld what you do, is certainly a 
mark of a diſſolute & unſpiritual Mind, 
not ambitious of Heavenly Rewards, 
Moor ſenſible of Spiritual Pleaſures. To 
Wrcveal theſe only to a Spiritual Friend, 
Wnmay perhaps in ſome caſes be neceſla- 
Wy; But if you wou'd be perfect, ſub- 
(ct chem only to the Eyes of God; He 
Will be your ſufficient Councellour. 
Wor the advantages you may reap by 
Wrevealing them to Men, in any pru- 
dent inftructions or encouragements, 
villnot countervail the hazard you un- 
Wacrzo of (elf-complacency,in the Opini- 
on, another may have in your being 
MDcvour, Mortify'd, or Charitable ; and 
of loſing your Comfort ; the greateſt 
encouragement you have to perſiſt in 
thoſe Charming Duties, which wholly 
FW 'ole their ſweernels, when you in any 

meaſure fink into Fleſh and Blood ; 
our Comfort, I ſay, which wholly 
* conſiſts

* Pride, and renders our Miſery in 
* portable. *Tis the Bojling of Cho 
© rick Humours in our Body, with which 
* our Soul is fo tenderly rouch'd, at 
© ſo nearly ſympathizes ; that is the St 
* of all Afﬀiiction, and this is Prid | 
© This is the fatal Ferment, thar no cuff 
* {ideration can allay. O Lord, n 
* God, grant that I may purge out th

occaſion ſtarting up to moleſt us. We 
ought to love them, not only as they 
keep us fober minded, and make us 
think duly and weekly of our ſelves ; 
W' bur as they are more certain marks of 
&' Gods favour, than thoſe things that 
'exalt us in the World, and procure us 
'ReſpeRt and Eſteem ; For theſe things 
W'may do our Minds a great deal of 
' Hurt, but the others do them certainly 
W Good. Let us then accept ſuch Mortz- 
MW fcations, embrace and love them,'upon 
WY account both of God & our ownSouls. 
W' And may our gracious God fill all his 
faithful Servants wirh true meekneſs; and 
'{uch habitual Humility, as may make 
F us love Diſcelpets from the World, 
Y when he ſends them; and in all things, 
F. :cnder us like ro our great Matter. 


* As few Men had preater Tryals of Hi-Pui- 
Wl 7 atience, from frequent, and violent Re- "+ _ 
turns of Sickneſs ; ſo none cou'd bear it, 
With a more compoled Spirit, and a more 
chearful Submiſſion ro rhe Will of God. 
W His Papers are full of pious Meditations, 
upon 
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upon the Advantages of Sufferings;God; 
End, in affliting us with Pain; and the 
Uſe we ought to make of it. Thus; in

Thar ir is kind, that it ewvyeth not, that

in others Good. When therefore we 
ſhall ſee the whole Body of the Faith- 
ful all bleſſed about us,in that Immenſe

Divers Viſitants and People about Him 
on His Death-Bed, mil-interpreting ma- 
ny Things He ſpoke to His Wite, to 
have been dilicious, which She knew to. 
be only the pious breathings of His 
Soul. Notwithſtanding it muſt be confeſt, 
that ſometimes during His Sickneſs, by 
the interruption of His Reaſon, through 
His Diſeaſe, we /o/?, what perhaps would 
have been the moſt glorious Scene of His 
Life. For from a Soul of ſuch ſtanding 
in Chriſt, and ſo long practiſed in all 
Chriſtian Virtues, (and more eſpecially 
in all che parts of Godlineſs, and in the 
ſeveral kinds of Deyout Exerciſes from. 
ſuch a Soul, I'fay > many Inſtances of 
great Peace and Foy in the Holy Ghoſt ; of 
the Atſurances of God's Love, and Fore- 
taſtes of Heaven ; many cxaltcd Eja- 
culations, and almoſt Seraphick Strains 
of Praiſe (haply even Raptures and Ex- 
taly) might have been expected : Not 
to mention Counſels and Directions to 
4-1: -S Friends, 
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Friends, poſſibly ſome peculiar Com- 
mands alſo to certain of them : Exhor- 
tations and Admonitions to ſuch attend. 
ing him that needed them, and paſſio- 
nate Atteſtations to the Truth of Religi- 
on unto all ; together with exemplary 
Dying Recommendations of thoſe He 
left behind Him ro God : Theſe and 
many like Adyantages, which none bur 
Souls like His, knew how to value, we 
loſt by this the unhappy AﬀteCtion of 
His nobleſt Part.Burt it was God's Hand, 
and more a Puniſhment to Us than to 
Him ; for, bleſſed be our good God, He 
Died in perteq Peace. © 
Yet upon this, there is one Obſerva- 
tion, which I cannot forbear making, 
that may be for rhe ſpiritual Benefit of 
us all. It pleaſed God ſo to govern His 
Tongue, and as far as could be per- 
ceived, His very Thoughts, under all 
thoſe diſcompoſed Paroxyſms or Emoti- 
tions of Mind, that nothing came from 
Him any wiſe unbecoming a Chriſtian 
of the moſt Heavenly Temper. All 
that was heard from Him, - was <&i- 
ther Prayers or Invitations thereto, or 
Arithmetical Accounts : That is, He 
was even in His Delirinms, either em- 
ploy 
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ploy'd as a Devour Perſon in the exer- 
ciſe of His Religion, or as a diligent Of- 
ficer in the Diſcharge of His Calling and 
Honeſt Buſineſs. A rare Providence ! 
and ſuch as ſhould teach us all Two 
Things. 

1, How happy it is to be in our 
Health, diligent in the Works of aur 
Chriſtian and Common Calling. It may 
in the very unhappicſt and molt dange- 
rous part of our Lives, have an Influence 
upon us, or move God fo to Commile- 


rate us, that in a Dying,and even Doting 


Hour, we no wiſe diſhonour Him ; bur 


our very Infirmities may prove good Ex- 


amples. 
\ 2. Ir ſhould further teach us, be w 


of what condition ſoever, not ta put aft 


any preparation for Death to the laſt. 
If tuch a Perſon as this was, ſo Upright 
and Innocent, fo Religious and Devout, 
ſo Temperate, nay even Abſtemious, 
had bur little more than Lucid Intervals 
on His Death-Bed ; What may they ex- 
pect, who have ſcarce ever ſeriouſly en- 
rertained the Thoughts of God, or their 
Duty ? Who at Night teldom go to Bed 
ſober 2 or in the Day-rime live regu- 
larly many Hours in all heir Life ? m__

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if theſe ſhould then want uſe of Reaſon, 
how can they prepare for another World? 
Repentance is a long and ſerious Work : 
To Men of readieſt and largeſt parts of 
moſt compoſed Minds, hard to be per- 
formed; as it ſhould be. We havebeen 
a long time commiting Sins,and that in 
great variety, and cannor pollibly in a 
few moments look over all that has been 
ſo long in doing. A General Repentance 
will not (erve for all Sins. Many require 
particular Tears, Humiliation , Acts 
of Faith, Charity, Reconciliation with, 
or ſatisfaction to, our Neighbours. Ah ! 
conſider all, ye vain Ones, how can all 
this be done on a Death-Bed, and in a 
few Hours, yea, though it ſhould hap- 
pen you had Days, in a few Days? 
The geod God grant all may take warn- 
ing carly. 

| There are other things I ſhould have 
taken notice of, as to the Memory of 
our dear Brother Deceaſed. Bur polli- 
bly ſome may think I am too much a 
Friend to be Impartial. And I confeſs | 
am otherways unfit ſor Panegyricks ; 1 
am ſure I am unable for ſuch Perfor- 
mance, on this Occaſion. I therefore
